. | IMPORTS AND EXPORTS FOR TEN 
Oi, Baiut and Brug Seporter MONTHS. 


The report of imports and exports 
during the month of May, and the ten 
months ending May 31, has been issued 
by the Bnreau of Statistics at Wash- 
ington and makes a very interesting 
exhibit. The total value of merchan- 
dise imported in May shows an in- 
crease of over $9,800,000 over those of 
May last year, while for the period of 
ten months there is shown an increase 
of nearly $56,000,000. This is sufficient 
evidence that the new tariff has not af- 
fected the volume of imports, but this 
phase it is not our purpose to discuss 
at thistime. Our exports also show a 
gratifying increase, those for May of 
domestic merchandise showing an in- 
crease of over $7,400.000 and for the 
ten months nearly $23,000,000. 

Among the articles in which our 
readers are specially interested we 
find that for the period of ten months 
the imports of cinchona bark show an 
increase of 109,000 pounds; cochineal, 
a decrease of 107,000 pounds; logwood, 
an increase of 9,000 tons; camphor, a 
decrease of 474,000 pounds; gambier, 
an increasa of 14,600,000 pounds; shel- 
lac, an increase of 1,000,000 pounds; 
indigo, a decrease of 600,000 pounds; 
bleaching powder, an _ increase of 
7,500 000 pounds; muriate of potash, 
an increase of 11,000,000 pounds; qui- 
nine, an increase of 350,000 ounces; ni- 
trate of soda, an increase of 39,200,000 
pounds; brimstone, a decrease of 31,000 
tons; vanilla beans, an increase of 31,000 
pounds; caustic soda, an increase of 
1,700,000 pounds; soda ash, an increase 
of 29,000,000 pounds; window glass, a 
decrease of 8,600,000 pounds; polished 
plate glass, an increase of 700,000 
square feet; hops, a decrease of 2,300- 
000 pounds; whale oil, an increase of 
65,000 gallons; olive oil, a decrease of 
254,000 gallons. 

Among the articles of domestic mer- 
chandise exported showing consider. 
able variation in amount are the fol- 
lowing: acids, an increase of $17,000; 
glue, an increase of 243,000 pounds; 


hops, an _ increase of 1,100,000 
pounds; naval stores, an _ in- 
crease of 100,000 barrels; oil cake 


and meal, a decrease of 60,600,000 
pounds; sperm oil, a decrease of 87,000 
gallons; whale oil, a decrease of 400,000 
gallons; crude petroleum, an increase 
of 2,500,000 gallons; kerosene, an in- 
crease of 52,300,000 gallons; cottonseed 
oil, a decrease of 1,300,000 gallons; 
paraffine wax, an increase of 17,000,000 
pounds; quicksilver, a decrease of 
209,000 pounds; whalebene, a decrease 
of 20,00 pounds. The exports of im- 


ported merchandise do not show im- 
portant variations. 





HIGH PRICES FOR THE MESSINA 
ESSENCES. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
best grades of oils of lemon and orange 
are now quoted at higher prices than 
have ruled at this season since the year 
1882, it has been predicted that the 
prices will be very much higher still 
before the new crop is marketed. The 
outlook for oil of sweet orange in par- 
ticular is quite bullish and some 
European advices are to the effect that 
the total quantity in sight is scarcely 
sufficient to keep the market supplied 
tothe end of September. It is true 
that these reports are not in conso- 
nance with some of the advices received 
from London, but that the trade gen- 
erally give them credence is shown by 
the continued advance of the markets 
both here and abroad. In fact, the 
advance here has scarcely kept pace 
with that in London. 

We are informed that inquiry in this 
market and in Philadelphia and Bos- 
ton elicited offers of only one copper of 
oil of sweet orange of good quality, 
a fact which may be taken as indicat- 
ing either that the market is destitute 
of supplies of that grade or that hol- 
ders have so much confidence in the 
future of the article that they prefer 
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to hold for higher prices. Another 
interesting feature of the market is 
the relatively higher price asked for 
the oil of orange than for that of lemon. 
While this is mentioned by some as a 
very unusual occurence a comparison 
of the prices quoted at this season in 
former years shows the same conditions 
te have obtained in the years 1884, ’85, 


86 and ’90. 
That the high prices are the outcome 


of the natural conditions of the supply 
and the consumptive demand seems to 
be generally conceded, notwithstand- 
ing reports which are current to the 
effect that certain Messina operators 
are endeavoring to bull the market for 
speculative purposes.

MAY PETROLEUM STATISTICS. 

The statements of the several pipe 
line companies showing the production 
and consumption of petroleum during 
the month of May, do not materially 
change the statistical situation from 
that outlined by us, and coufirm our 
estimates made three weeks ago. The 
statements as a whole may be charac- 
terized as decidedly bearish, and as 
fully warranting the low range of 
prices in the speculative markets 
which have latterly prevailed. The 
accumulation of stocks has been going 
on ata rate that gives no encourage 
ment to hope for better prices, but this 
has been due to the decreased deliveries 
rather than to large production, both 
production and consumption showing 
a decrease as compared with April and 
March. The decrease in production is 
due tothe steady falling off in the yield 
of the wells in the older fields and in 
the Wildwood field, which at one time 
played an important part in the total, 
but which has latterly sunk to insig- 
nificant proportions. This decrease 
the newer pools have failed to mske 
good. The deliveries have been smaller 
during May, and as yet give no indica- 
tion of early prospective improvement, 
All this has a bearish influence on the 
market, and tends to foster the belief 
that without important increase in de- 
mand a lower range of prices is inevi- 


table. 
The runs during May aggregated 


2,405,079 barrels, which is a decrease 
from the April runs of 84,939 barrels. 
May being a shorter month the de- 
crease for the same number of days is 
really about 165,000 barrels. The de- 
liveries during May amounted to 
2,023,156 barrels, showing a decrease, 
as compared with the April deliveries, 
of 183,476 barrels, and with March of 
404,029 barrels. The stocks at the 
close of May amounted to 10,909,948 
barrels, making an increase during the 
month of 292,444 barrels. There has 
now been a _ steady increase each 
month of the present year, the stocks 
haviny been at their lowest ebb on the 
close of Jast December, when the total 
was 9,295,514 barrels. The number of 
National Transit certificates outstand- 
ing at the end of May showed an in- 
crease during the month of 23,000 bar- 
rels, the amount being 2,353,038 barrels. 
The credit balances show an increase 
of 856,651 barrels, which may be taken 
as an indication that the producers 
are holding their oil in the hope of 
being able to realize better prices. 
The outlook, however, is not prom- 
ising, and should the wells now near. 
ing the sand prove large producers 
the markets will go against them, even 
though they continue this policy. 

The report of the Buckeye Pipe 
Line Company, showing the runs and 
deliveries of Ohio oil during May, may 
be regarded as the first bullish exhibit 
made since the reports of the pipe line 
have been published. Jor the first 
time in the history of Ohio oil the de- 
liveries have exceeded 1,000,000 barrels, 
showing the use of this oil to be ex- 
tending. The runs amounted to l,- 
191,149 barrels, which is a decrease 
compared with the runs during April 
of 11,486 barrels. The deliveries 
amounted to 1,078,489 barrels, showing 








an increase of 241,635 barrels. The 
stocks at the close of May aggregated 
22,424,364 barrels, which shows an in- 
crease during the month of 105,163 
barrels. The amount of Buckeye 
certificates outstanding at the end of 
May was 15,400,000 barrels, being the 
same as at the end of April, but the 
amount of credit balances shows an 
increase of 105,163 barreis, the gross 
amount being 7,024,364 barrels, The 
publication of these figures has had no 
effect on the market; in fact, Buckeye 
certificates have been entirely ignored 
by the speculative operators.

HIGH PRICES FOR CUTCH, 

The prices which have prevailed 
for cutch during the past month 
are the result not so much of 
the increased demand as the small 
receipts compared with other years. 
The statistical position of this article 
has been strong for two years, and in 
1889 the stocks were bought up with a 
view of cornering the market, which 
proved disastrous to those interested. 
Last year the same tactics were pur- 
sued with somewhat better success, 
but the small supplies this year have 
been concentrated with such good re- 
sults that prices have been run up to 
seven and one-eighth cents, and from 
that figure to seven and three-quarters 
cents. The shipments from Calcutta 
for the first three months of 1890 
amounted to about 2,000 bales, against 
1,500 bales for the same period this 
year. 

The consumption in the United 
States during the years 1889 and 1890 
amounted to 3,808 tons and 3,818 tons 
respectively, but the crop has not 
been up to the average this year 
amounting only to three-fifths of the 
usual yield. The Rangoon market is 
very high and the season is prat¢tically 
closed. The position is strong, though 
the arrival during the past week of 
1,000 bales may relieve the tendency 
to higher prices for a time. This, how- 
ever, will not go very far, as the aver- 
age monthly consumption amounts to 
over three hundred tons, and there 
will probably beno further receipts 
for about a month. The shipments to 
London from Rangoon from January 
1st to May 23d were 6,160 tons,against 
7,900 tons in 1890, and 10,690 tons in 
1889 which shows a large falling off, 
especially when compared with 1889, 








ERGOT L2KELY TO BE HIGHER. 

Ergot hag- been the leading feature 
in the drug market #r the past week, 
a period which, sawe for the interest 
in this artici,, . . been rather quiet, 
The movement in this drug has been 
going on steadily abroad for the past 
month or so, the London market hav- 
ing been cleared of Spanish for Amer- 
ican account once or twice during 
that time. 

Up to a fortnight ago the stock on 
the spot had been pretty well scat- 
tered, but at about that time it be- 
came noticeable that the supply was 
being concentrated in the hands ofa 
comparatively few firms, and at the 
present time there seems to be no 
great anxiety on the part of these 
holders to unload their stocks, as they 
show no disposition to make special 
concessions on large lots. 

European advices both by mail and 
cable, agree in stating that the supply 
of ergot is quite limited, and when 
this statement is taken into copsidera- 
tion, together with the fact that seve- 
ral months must elapse before new 
crops can be placed on the market, 
the firmness of holders is readily un- 
derstood. In this connection it may 
also be mentioned that many predict 
ashort crop, basing their predictions 
on the reports of the condition of the 
grain crop in Europe. How much im- 
portance should be attached to these 
predictions it is difficult to say, as 
opinions differ somewhat as to the 
correct interpretation of the influence 
of certain conditions of the weather, 
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etc., upon the yield. Aside from the 
future crop, however, there seems 
ample ground for predicting higher 
prices merely on the basis of the short- 
ness of the visible supply. 

An additional feature of interest is 
the fact that Russian ergot is quoted at 
very nearly the same price as that 
asked for Spanish,the better grades of 
the former being,in fact, rather higher 
than the ordinary run of Spanish. 
Such a condition of affairs is, we be- 
lieve, unprecedented, and is of itself a 
good indication that the Russian drug 
must be in quite short supply.

The water wasex- 
amined by a chemist in Redou, who pro-

A six-inch pipe line bas been Jaid from the 
Lima oil field to Pittsburgh, for the purpose 
of more easily supplying the said oil for fuel, 
The line terminates on the Pittsburgh side of 
the Alleghary river, just below the Sharps. 
burg bridge. The local manager of the fuel 
oil business stated that oil will be delivered by 
pipe line to consumers in wagon tanks. These 
will be loaded from a large receiving tank and 
racks for such loading are now in process of 
construction. 

At Cole Grove, near Bedford, last Wednes- 
day. during an_ electric storm of much 
severity, two 30,000-barrel tanks belonging to 
the National Transit Company, containing 
Buckeye Pipe Line oil, were struck by light- 
ning. Both were immediately ignited, and 
were entirely destroyed with their contents, 
The flames rolled up over 200 feet into the air, 
intermixed with a vast volume of the black- 
est kind of smoke. The flames lit up the 
country for miles around. The loss amounted 
to about $40,000. 

A tank of gasoline on the tracks of the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad at Wilders’s 
station, about a mile back of Newport, Ky. 
exploded early last Friday morning and took 
fire. The tank was one of the tubular affairs 
that are carried on cars, and contained at 
least 2,000 gallons. Just what caused the ex- 
plosion is not known, but it is probable the 
excessive heat of the day caused a volatile 
gas to ascend, which was ignited by a spark 
from an engine. The explosion woke up 
every sleeper in Newport, Dayton and 
Covington, and the shock was felt for ten 
miles around, 


The largest deal in oil lands ever known ia 
the South has been completed in Tennessee. 
Colonel Starke, of Alabama, and four other 
gentlemen have leased 75,000 acres of land on 
Obey river, Buffalo, Franklyn and Lost Cane 
creeks. In the third year of the war Colonel 
Starke marched over the leased land in com- 
mand of the Sixth Texas Cavalry, He noted 
then the wonderful oil indications, and re 
solved to prospect if he lived at the close of 
the war. After Appomattox he came to New 
York and became an oil speculator, all the 
while keeping his eye on this property, aud 
five years ago began making leases.

California’s Oil Measures. 


California is given up largely this week toa 
discussion of the oil measures of Southern 
California. The oil break of the coast ia all 
in the Coast range of mountains and extends 
from Santa Cruz to the Mexican line. Indeed, 
it crosses into Mexico and continues in @ 
southeastern trend in that country, as it runs 
in California, until it crosses the continent 
and is lost in the waters of the Atlantic, as it 
rises out of the Pacific. It is singular that 
the oil measures in this state and the redwood 
forests begin almost at the came point toa 
mile, and while the oil breaks run away 
southeasterly, the redwood forests stretch 
away north to the Oregon line, where they 
cease. 

From Santa Cruz into Mexico, following 
the line of the oil break in the mountains, 
is perhaps more than 800 miles. All along 
that line the oil is found at many pointe; but 
the richest developments all lie in the coun- 
ties of Ventura and Los Angeles, the record 
of work and its results given in detail on our 
first page all center in these two counties. 
The richest bodies of asphalts, too, all lie in 
Southern California. The greatest deposits 
of this residuum of petroleum in the world 
lie in this section, Kern county perhaps 
taking the lead. Some of the forms in this 
caput mortuum, so to speak, of the oil fields 
are found in this state are believed to be 
unique. One of them is claimed to be almost 
a perfect printer's ink as it comes out of the 
ground. Another isa natural varnish as fine 
as apy made by apy process. Professor 
Crosby of the Smithsonian Institute, who 
has just visited Los Angeles for the purpose 
of collecting specimens of the petroleum 
and asphalt from this section, pronounced 
the collection he made as one of great value, 
many of the specimens being so fine as to 
draw from him exclamations of the highest 
admiration. 

The activity now manifested in these de- 
velopments is very significant. It is many 
years since work was begun on these oil 
measures, and brea, as the Spanish name for 
asphalt runs, bas been used here for street 
making for 100 years, But there are now in 
process of sinking 25 per cent. as many wells 
as all the active ones in the whole territory 
of the state limits, while the use of the as- 
phalt has increased to an amasing degree.

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The West Virginia Petroleum and 
Gas Fields. 

Theoretically Prof. I. C. White stands as the 
first of authorities on West Virginia oil and 
gas, and few wen have kept pace better with 
the practical work of exploration and devel- 
opment. At the World’s Fair Banquet in 
Charleston, in March last, Prof. White deliv- 
ered a brief but comprehensive address, which 
he has kindly revised for the Intelligencer. 
Prof. White said: 

The desire to search out new and hidden 
things is universal. It weds alike the astron- 
omer to his telescope, the chemist to his 
crucible, the philosopher to thought. Led by 
this enchantment, men explore the depths of 
the sea, delve into mountains, and seek to 
penetrate the earth itself to unveil its hidden 
mysteries. This all prevailing impulse is the 
mainepring of human progress. It led Col. 
Drake to drill the historic oil well in the val- 
ley of Oil Creek, below Titusville, which gave 
to civilization a new illuminant and to the 
business world a new industry. 

The credit of originating the industries de- 
pendent upon oil and nature! cas is usually 
awarded to Pennsylvania. This is not really 
rue. West Virginia, and not Pennsyivania, 








is the true birthplace of both. Right here in 
this beautiful valley of the Kanawha was 
natural gas first utilized for manufacturing 
purposes, 30 years before such use in Pennsy!- 
vania, while from the other Kanawha, at 
Burning Springs, oil was shipped in barrels 
and a regular traffic in it built up many years 
before Pennsylvania’s first well was drilled. 
In fact it was right here in the county of 
Kanawha (which generally leads the proces- 
sion in business as well as politics) that drill- 
ing tools and the method of casing wells were 
both invented, without which the oil and gas 
industry would have been impossible. All 
honor to the memory of Col. Drake for first 
conceiving and executing the plan of drilling 
into the earth to obtain oil. But in this con- 
nection let us not forget the names of the 
Ruffner brothers, whose busy brains invented 
casing; nor “Billy”? Morris, who constructed 
the first pair of “jars,” for without both of 
these discoveries deep drilling would have 
been impracticable. 


The question is frequently asked, why it is 
that, if W-st Virginia really contains so much 
oil, it was not discovered and developed along 
with that of her sister State. The answer is 
at hand. The first wellsto find oil in our 
State were on the Little Kanawha, where @ 
great arch in the rocks throws the oil sands 
much nearer to the surface than elsewhere in 
the State, and hence it bappened that al- 
though welis were drilled in nearly every 
county west from the Alieghenies, none of 
them, until recent years, penetrated the 
earth far enough to reach the oil bearing 
rock, 

About eight years ago your speaker took up 
the serious study of oil and gas problems in 
Pennsylvania. The foliowing year "became 
convinced that the great oil belt of that 
State would extend into and across our own. 
Acting on this conviction I had a map pre- 
pared almost exactly like the one you see 
here now. This I submitted to a Pittsburgh 
firm and the theory of a southern extension 
of the Pennsylvania field appeared so plaus- 
ible to them that they were induced to under- 
take the oil development of West Virginia 
on a Jarge scale. 

Under my direction over four hundred 
thousand acres of West Virginia lands were 
leased by my brotber, H. 8. White, who now 
does business for the United States. The 
Pittsburgh syndicate drilled two wells on this 
immense area, and erected about eight der- 
ricks. The first was drilled for gas with 
which to supply Wheeling. Some gas was 
fuund but not as much as the company ex- 
pected. The second weli was for oil, and 
located near Board Tree Tunnel at the south- 
west corner of Pennsylvania. This found 
only a emall quantity of the golden fluid. 
The syndicate was discouraged. Its President 
declared there was neither oi] nor gas in West 
Virginia, and bankruptcy would be the re- 
sult of any further effort to find them. 
Tbe “shut down” movement came on 
and a property which would have made 
Rockefellers of its owners permitted to lapse 
and the lease to become void. Within sight 
of the Board Tree venture a valuable oil well 
was completed by the Standard Oil Company 
during the past year. 

One of my locations, made in 1885, before 
»r. Hukill drilled bis first well at Mt. Morris, 
was one on the Youst farm near Fairview, 
in Marion county. Here a derrick had been 
erected, and I plead with Pittsburgh to make 
this test before finally abandoning West Vir- 
ginia. They were deaf to my appeal, and this 
old derrick to-day stands in the midst of a 
dozen oil wells; gushing from 100 to 500 barrels 
each, and sending 2,000 barreis of the finest oil 
in the world throbbing through the pipe line 
on its way to the sea. The Mt. Morris, Doll's 
Run, Fairview, Mannington, oil and gas field 
whose southern end no One has yet found, and 
which in my opinion will prove the largest 
and richest oil and gas belt the world has ever 
known, was largely covered by the leasea 
which the Pittsburg syndicate held.

Paris green continues to find an outlet both 
as a pigment and as a destroyer of the festive 
potato bug, but up to date the aggregate busi- 
ness is about the same as informer years. The 
fixed prices of the schedule adopted by the 
manufacturers is the guide in this market and 
no variations therefrom have come to the 
surface. 

Regarding brushes and painters’ supplies 
the situation as outlined in my late notes will 
afford a correct index to the state of business 
to-day. 

The pig lead market has been buoyant dur- 
ing the greater part of the week, opening 
nominally on Monday at $4 30, being an ad- 
vance of five cents over Saturday's quota- 
tions, and some holders had sufficient confi- 
dence to ask $4 35, which, however, they failed 
to realize, as buyers with few exceptions were 
not disposed to exceed $425. On Tuesday re- 
newed interest was manifested, and under the 
influence of liberal inquiries a positive ad- 
vance was established, and $430 became the 
accepted quotation, at which 100 tons changed 
hands, and thus the market attained its high- 
est point this year. On Wednesday an easier 
tone was the feature. No buyers 
could be found, though metal was 
freely offered at $4 25 late in the day. 
Thursday’s market developed no addition- 
al strength and holders were qu.te willing to 
accept $425, but nothing was accomplished 
On Friday a better inquiry and harder values 
characterized trading and 200 tons for July 
and 100 tons for speedy June delivery were 
sold at $4 2744 while another lot of 100 tons 
June lead, went at previous quotation of $4 25 
at which figure the market for the week 
ended. The weekly statement of ore mined 
in southwestern Missouri, gives the following 
total figures: Lead, 494,170 pounds, and zinc 
3,398,650 pounds, valued in the aggregate at 
$52,702. Thelead ore market advanced dur- 
ing the week to $51 per ton and at this figure 
a heavy train load was dispatched to Balti- 
more in execution of an export order.

The most intricate problem becomes plain 
and simple when understood, but without 
some knowledge of chemistry to enable us to 
see the various relations of cause and effect 
upon each other by these things, we cannot 
accomplish much.

A company was started at 
Pondicherry a few years back for erecting 
and working a huilerie to be worked by 
steam power, and in due time the mill com- 
menced crushing, but the results were un- 
favorable, the cost of working and of the raw 
material being largely in excess of the value 
of the oil produced. Uitimately the factory 
was closed, and subsequently transferred to a 
small party composed of original sharehold- 
ers, for a mere song. This second company 
also came to grief, and a Calcutta firm then 
bought the property, and bhayiug made vari- 
ous improvements in the machinery, set 
vigorously to work at crushing, but with no 
better result. This machinery is now going 
to be taken down and conveyed to Bangalore, 
where it is to be re-erected and worked for 
erushing ground nut kernels. The results, 
however, were so far valuable that they 
demonstrated the fact that the crushing of 
ground nut kernels by improved steam ma- 
chinery of a modern type would yield large 
profits, provided it was efficiently supervised 
and economically worked. It was found that 
the outturn from steam-crushing was nearly 
4 per cent. greater than what was obtained 
from natives’ presses, while the quality of the 
oil was 80 much superior that it fetched fully 
3% per cent. more in the market. The ground 
nut oil trade commenced to develop in the 
year 1875, when 9,150 casks were shipped, 
mostly to Bordeaux, Marseilles and London, 
but the trade with Europe stopped when Mar- 
seilles began crushing on a large scale, and 
during the last twelve years there have been 
no transactions. The use of the oil for cook- 
ing purposes is extending every year, especi- 
ally among all classes of Indians, and particu- 
larly with Indian emigrants working in 
foreign countries. The 12,000 casks shipped 
yearly to Burmah and Mauritius are con- 
sumed chiefly by Indians, and it is Jikely that 
Natal and other places where Indian labor is 
employed will presently become large con- 
sumers. Ground nut oil is not much used by 
Europeans, as the taste of the kernel is rather 
strong, unless properly manipulated; many 
nitive cooks, however, clarify it so thor- 
oughly that it is rendered tasteleas and equal, 
if not superior, to ordinary olive and salad 
oils. The process is a very simple one, put 
great care and judgment is necessary to in- 
sure success; if the clarifying process were 
better known, the oil would no doubt toa 
large extent take the place of ghee; it is much 
better for cooking purposes, far cheaper, and 
more readily transported, while it cannot be 
easily adulterated. The consumption of the 
huile d’arachides seems to follow on the track 
of Indian emigrants; in 8880 there were but 
very few Indians settled in Singapore, Pe-

COTTONSEED OIL. 


Crude Oil.-There has been the usual job- 
bing demand in progress during the week, 
though no transactions of any importance are 
reported. The sales all told do not foot upa 
sufficient quantity as to require an expert 
acoountant to straighten out the figures. 
The only sale we heard of was 150 bbis of 
rude to close out several invoices at 25c, as 
totestand grade. The market closes steady 
at 9@3% for prime crude, at which a few 
small sales were made. 

Yellow Refined Oil—If one is to believe all 
the reports that.are floating around the mar- 
kets in relation to the demand and the fancy 

obtained for the various grades of oil 
ne would conclude that the warm weather of 
the past few days was having a very expand- 
ing effect on the oil market, and yet there is 
certainly more inquiry, specially for export, 
which gives a stronger undertone to the mar- 
ket reflected in the feeling of many 
of the dealers that the turning point 
had been reached and that the next thirty 
days would witness an upward march in 
values, the result of concentration of stocks, 
which has gradually been going on for several 
weeks past. There have been further sales 
for Holland since our last report of 500 bbls of 
choice butter oil at a price equivalent to 
about 480; also 400 bbis off reddish oil at 34i¢c, 
and %0 bbis of same class of oil, only a little 
more s0,at 3244c.

COCOANUT OIL. 

Ceylon Oil—Only a moderate jobbiug de- 
mand, such as current wants may require, 
has been in progress since our last review. 
Stocks are becoming concentrated, the bulk, 
about 200 tons, being held by one party, for 
which 64@7%4c is demanded, as to quantity 
and style of package. The sales foot up 
about 50 tons within the range. From first 
veseel due they are asking 634c, an offer of 
65¢c being declined for 30 tons. For shipment 
from the coast during July and August they 
are asking 6 30c; this, however, is above buy- 
ers’ views at the moment. Cochin oil is in 
small stock and controlled by one holder who 
is firm in his ideas about values. 

Palm oil is meeting with the usual consump- 
tive demand. There have been a few sales in 
Boston of prime Lagos at 5}4@5}éc and here at 
6c as to quantity and holder. 

Olive Oil—During the past few days there 
has been rather more inquiry for spot oil with 
sales of 15 bbis at 65c and 40 bbis in lots at 
69@72c as to quantity, test and holder. At 
the close an offer of 65c was declined for 25 
bbls of prime oil. There has been scarcely 
any demand for shipments for which they 
are quoting 692 with buyers talking 65c for 
invoice lots, all of which is below the point that 
would lead to business. Olive soap stock is 
dull at 5@5iéc for spot and 544@5%c for ship- 
ments as to quantity and holder. 


ANIMAL AND FI#H OILS. 


Lard oil was quoted freely at 52c for prime 
during the week, but owing to the advance in 
lard the price was marked up again to 53c to- 
day. Lard at the present prices is regarded as 
cheap as is evidenced ty the buying when it 
gets little below these figures. There seems 
tobe a little better demand for the lower 
grades and prices are very steady. Prime 
Western 52c. 

Elaine oil is quiet and unchanged, 36@40c be- 
ing quoted according to quantity. 

Saponified is not so active although prices 
are uuchanged, 5c being quoted for the best 
brands in quantities. 

Cod oil is still very dull and we learn of no 
business of consequence to note. It is re- 
ported that new domestic can be obtained for 
g5c, but 42@43c is still asked for Newfound- 
land oil. 

Crude menhaden oil isin a very complex po- 
siticn, if one could sit down and write all of 
the various rumors or reports going the 
rounds it might make very interesting read- 
ing, but itisa question whether by the time 
our readers had waded though it they would 
not make up their,minds that there was very 
little authentic news, however, we give the 
substance of these reports. The reports of 
the fisbing are very contradictory, some giv- 
ing it as very good, indeed, and others 
again with apparently very good 
authority reporting it as unusually poor, and 
expecting to see oil goto 50c a gallon (this 
from the combine side), Others are willing 
to wager oil will sell at 22c before the season 
isover. It is reported that a representative 
of thé combine has contracted to take tne 
season’s Output of two of the factories that 
would not sign so as to keep their oil from 
coming on the market as a disturbing ele- 
nent. We have heard it said that the con- 
tract mentioned in our report last week was 
not consumated, but there seems to be no 
doubt but that a certuin large firm of pressers 
did agree to deliver the oil as wanted and at 
26c. We understand there have been sales ag- 
gregating close to 2,000 barrels, part for ex- 
port and the balance held here, private terms. 
Later reports say vessel room has been en- 
gaged for 5,000 bbis to other side. 

The demand for pressed oj1 is quiet but 
pressers are not inclined to push gales until 
matters tikea more definite shape. Most of 
the pressers are taking matters philosuphi- 
cally and, like Micawber, “ waiting for some- 
thing to turn up.”

Fault may be found with a good paint, when 
if the facts were known, the trouble was not 
with the paint, but due to an inferior or adul- 
terated oil. So,as was noted last week, the 
Paint and Olli Club is waking up to the im- 
portance of this matter. 

Lard oil holds the strong position heretofore 
noted, the market of lard holding firm. Red 
saponified oil is quiet, and elaine holds 
firm. Tallow oil maintains a firm market 
also. The sperm oil market is here quoted as 
follows: Prime crude, 74@7é6c, natural winter, 
78@80c; bleached, 83@85c. 

Whale oil continues to be firmly held in 
eonsequence of the small supply: and the 
market for crude is almost entirely nominal 
for the same reason—a very small supply. 
Prices are: Prime crude, 45@470; natural 
winter, 52@53c; bleached winter, 58@55c; extra 
bleached, 57@58c. 

Tho market for menhaden oil is a littie 
easior, owing to the close proximity of new 
oil. Prime crude, 27c: light pressed, 29@30c; 
bleached winter, %#4@360; extra bleached, 
5@37ec. 

Cod oils are not so firm as before noted, 
owing to a disposition on the part of the 
trade to buy new oil as reasonably as possible. 
The present supply in the market is very 
small,.prices being; shere, 32c;sun dried deep 
water, 33; Labrador, 46@47c; Newfoundland, 
49@A7c. Sod olls are quiet,and degras and 
neatsfoot oils are steady. 


Chicago Oll Market. 
Cuicaao, June 13, 1891. 

The volume of business transacted in linseed 
oil is steadily increasing with the advent of 
more seasonable weather. Sales for the past 
week have footed up a very considerable 
aggregate, owing in great measure to the fact 
that stocks in dealers’ hands have become 
pretty well exhausted, and the latter find 
themselves confronted with the necessity of 
entering the market. As regards prices, the 
situation remains unchanged, the market re- 
maining very steady at 49 cents. 

This isthe time of year when we begin to 
hear predictions as to the probable size of this 
year’s crop of flaxseed, One thing seems ap- 
proximately certain—that the acreage sown 
will hardly equal that of last year. Various 
causes are assigned for this, the most proba- 
ble being the low price of flax as compared 
with last year. 

The past week bas been a very quiet one as 
regards the movement of oil cake. Probably 
fully one-half of the mills operated by the 
combination are shut down, a fact which ma- 
terially reduces the Western production. The 
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absorb a very considerable proportion of the 
output likely to remain from this year’s crop. 
The market is lower, owing partly to an ad- 
vance in ocean freights and in part to a some- 
what weaker feeling in foreign markets, 
Probably $18 to $18 50, net here, is the best 
price obtainable. There is a very fair inquiry 
reported for meal, not only from the far West 
but also from several Eastern pointe, and 
brokers are quotiug $21, free on board at 
Chicago, and say that the market is firm at 
these figures.

It is located in the immediate vicinity of 
Linesville, Venango county. Linesville is very 
near the edge of Clarion county, and part of 
the wells have been drilled in that county. 
The first well in this field was drilled on the 
Albert Byers farm, and was completed on the 
first day of last May. Since then 11 wells have 
been completed, and the daily production is 
about 160 barrels. The best well in the field is 
located on the Samuel Richenbrode farm, 
about ahalf mile northeast of Linesville.

Petroleum Tank Accommodation at 


Liverpool. 


Some months ago, as announced in our col- 
ums, the Liverpool Mersey Docks and the 
Harbor Board, asthe governing body of the 
Liverpool docke, decided to make certain pro- 
vision for the tank storage of petroleum upon 
the Liverpool side of the Mersey. The de- 
cision was only arrived at after many repre- 
sentations had been made to the board urying 
the necessity for such provision. Latterly it 
was pointed out that unless facilities were 
afforded for carrying on the petroleum trade 
under its new conditions, the trade would 
probably take its departure from the Mersey. 
The first application for bulk storage accom-

modation was made to the board nearly seven 
years ago, since which time the necessity of 
providing such accommodation has been 
continually impressed upon the board by the 
more enterprising of its own members and 
by the trade without. The strong represent- 
ation made by the Petroleum Association 
some twelve months ago had the effect of 
determining the board to move in the matter. 
It was decided that a tank installation con- 
sisting of eight tanks of a total capacity of 
19,000 tons should be provided on a site known 
as the Parkhill estate, at the extreme south 
end of the Mersey Dock Board’s property, and 
the necessary works were commenced. Later, 
the board appear to have decided to complete 
acertain portion of the installation, and to 
see how the trade avail of the facilities 
afforded, before incurring further exmnee. 
Accordingly, the first portion of the installa- 
tion has been completed, and will be used on 
and after July 1. As at present existent the 
tank accommodation ard adjunctive facilities 
for carrying on a trade in bulk petroleum at 
the Parkhill depots are as follows: 


Three depots, consisting of four circular 
tanks in all, have been erected, the capacity 
of the tanks being; (1) 3,000 tons, (1) 2,500 tons, 
(') 2,000 tons each, giving a total of 7.500 tons, 
The tanks have been erected in walled en- 
closures, each being separate; the enclosures 
being so constructed as to serve as receptacles 
for the oil were any serious leakage to take 
place. Eight-inchiron supply pipes are car- 
ried from the Herculaneum Dock which abuts 
upon the Parkhi!l estate, to each tank, a sup- 
ply of water likewise being provided for 
cleansing or other purposes. An iron dis- 
charge pipe of six-inch capacity is carried 
from each tank to the filling houses, which 
are placed to the westward of the depots 
along the bank and separated from tht river 
by a double rail track running along the 
outer side of the filling houees. At present 
the houses consist of a long two-story build- 
ing, divided into three separate buildings or 
houses, each provided with pipe and tap ap- 
pliance for barrel filling. A supply pipe, 
which is raised slightly above barre) height, 
is carried down the center of each house and 
and is fitted with ten taps at each side. 
Twenty barrels can thus be filled at once in 
each house. The taps at each side of the 
central supply pipes are loose juvinted to ad- 

it of the nozzles being raised or depressed 
so as to euter the burg-holes of barrels as 
may be neceseary, or to throw the nozzles up- 
ward when out of use, to prevent dripping. 
As filled, barrels can be roiled from under the 
fillers on to railway trucks for transit,the dock 
and depot lines being in connection with the 
lines of various companies, the stations of 
which are by the side of the docks. 


The tanks are fitted with gauges, lightning 
conductors and run off appliance, for cleans- 
ing. A gravity barrel run is also carried from 
the dock side to the depots, by which barrels 
may be brought in, a gas engine being pro- 
vided for the purpose of raising barrels to 
the level ofthe run. From the figures above 
given it will be seen that the tank accomoda- 
tion now available at Liverpool is exactly 
one-half of the total accomodation, the Mer- 
sey Dock Board contemplate providing 
should the trade demand warrant the outlay.

The Turkey Sponge Industry. 


Following is the report of the British consul 
stationed at Smyrna on the sponge trade and 
fisheries of Turkey : 


The account of the state of this trade in 
these islands during the year 1890 was very en- 
couraging; the quantity of the export was 
considerably in excess of that of the previous 
year, while prices again were higher. 

The rise in the value of last year’s fishery, as 
compared with that of previous years, is 
shown by the fact of the considerable increase 
in the amount of the “charitable dues” (droite 
philanthropiques) levied duri g the year. 






== 


The “charitable dues” are a 18x levied by 
the communities of the different islands 
ested in the sponge fishing industry, who 
the proceeds are enabled to defray the e. 
penses incurred in the maintenance of the 
doctors, dispensaries, schools, etc., in 
spective islands. It is leviable at the tims ot 
sale to the amount of 24 per cent, on thy 
value of the sponges sold, the seller Paying iy 
per cent. and the buyer | per cent., and ig oop. 
sidered obligatory upon all. 

A new feature is to be noticed in oo 
with this industry, namely, the Practice (re. 
cently intreduced) of fishing in the Winter 
months. 

For obvious reasons the fishing in the wip, 
ter season has to be carried on under different 
conditions, with the result of a difference jp 
the quality cf the sponges so taken, 

As the boats are unable to remain in thy 
open sea during the bad weather the diye, 
can work only in guifs or near harbors, 94 
to be able to find shelter in cases of emer. 
gency. 

The quality of the produce of the winte 
fishery is, of course, inferior, and prices arn 
lower. The laborers are content to wor 
merely for the livelihood, and demand no 
extra advance from their employers for thejr 
winter work. 

Sponges of the lowest quality are thom 
taken with the dredge. The risks of the oo. 
cupation are reduced by this method to, 
minimum, but on the other hand it can only 
be applied in shallow waters where the botton 
is of sand or mud. 

The information obtained as to the progrey 
made by the parasitical weed, mentioned in, 
former report as being one of the most seriou 
evils with which the trade has to contend, js, 
on the whole, favorable. 

In some districts the plant has increased, but 
in others it is stationary, while in others agaip 
it has diminished in extent. 

Observations made in Cretan waters shoy 
that the plant disappears in winter to reap. 
pear with the summer season, and that it 
attacks the sponges of the coarser kind mor 
readily than the fine toilet sponges.

In 188) 
the import of Indian opium was 1,800 chests, 
and that of Persian only 1,536 chests, Since 
that the Indian drug has steadily decreased, 
and there seems no hope of its ever recovering 
the position it once held here. 

Foreign opium has not shown an increased 
import during the past 10 years by any means 
commensurate with the increase of popula- 
tion in the south of the island, which, taking 
into consideration the fact that, roughly 
speaking, the entire population smokes, more 
or less, leads me to think that far more of the 
native drug is used here than is generally be- 
lieved. The greater portion comes from the 
mainland, chiefly from the Weachow and 
T’aichow districts, and the import has been 
steadily increasing for many years. 

Recently the poppy bas been planted In the 
Changhua and Chia-i districts in Mid-Formosa, 
and although it is not at present cultivated to 
any great extent, and the opium produced is 
entirely consumed in those districts, there 
seems no reason that the cultivation should 
not spread to other parts of the islan‘1, 


Another cause for the comparatively small 
advance made by foreign opium during the 
last 10 years may be found in the great in- 
crease in adulteration. Opium smokers com- 
plain bitterly that they cannot get the opium 
that they used to some years back; appar- 
ently it does not pay the native opium shops 
tosupply it. Sesamum cake, though formerly 
declared contraband, is now largely imported 
and mixed with both Persian and Indian 
opium, Many native dealers never sell a chest 
of opium withont at the same time supplying 
the purchaser with the sesamum cake re- 
quired for its adulteration. The taste of 
smokers is gradually being lowered, and the 
step from a mixture of Indian or Persian 
mixed with native drug or sesamum to the 
pure native drug is not alongone. A very 
slight improvement in the quality of Chinese 
opium would now suffice to drive the foreign 
drug entirely out of the market here, as it has 
already done in many other ports. 


The actual consumption of foreign opium 
in 1890 was 2,890 chests, as against 2,588 in 1889. 
On December 31, 1889, there were 353 chests 
still remaining in bond, while on the same 
date in 1890 there were 437 chests. 

Prices for Benares, the only class of Indian 
opium that now finds u market here, averaged 
about £86 per chest weighing 140 lbs. Fluc- 
tuations in price were inconsiderable. Early 
in the year Benares was quoted at £38 10s. per 
chest, and found a market at that price until 
July, when the rate fell to £83 6s. 8d., where it 
remained until the close of the year. 

Prices for Persain opium, however, fluctu- 
ated greatly. In January the price per chest 
Weighing 152 ibs. was £91 I(s. This rose in Au- 
Kust to £94. In September a rapid fail took 
Place, chiefly owing to the excessive supplies 
received from Hong Kong, by which the mar- 
ket here was overstocked, and due partly to 
the temporary stoppage of trade up-country, 
consequent on the disturbed state of certain 
districta. The market ultimately fell to 
£78 98, 8d. for best Persian, which is the price 
Quoted at present.— British Consul’s Report.

Foreign remains as before from $1 80 in bulk 
to $2 00 in eighths with a possibility of snading 
$1 80 in large lots. 


QUININE. 

'yhe fact tbat two bark sales have occurred 
since our last writing would naturally lead 
one to expect some change in the condition of 
the market: but so far they seem to have had 
no marked effect. The saies at Amsterdam 
went off at about the same figure as the last 
sale, the market not being particularly firm. 
Cables from the London sales to-day show a 
falling off of 5 per cent. in the prices paid, 
though there seems to be some little vaciunce 
between the cables received on this head, 
some reporting sales as firm. The market 
here remains dull, sales of lots of 2,500 ounces 
at 2c being reported. It is said that small 
lots could be bought at 2lKc, but that no 
large quantity would be sold at this figure: 
There isa lack of interest, both on the part of 
holders and purchasers.

Cuttlefish bone is reported higher abroad, 
and while the prices here have not been 
changed the market seems firmer.

The week has experienc d a dull trade ana 
the market is generally quiet.

Both tartaric and 
citric acids are firm. Chlorate of potash is in 
avery easy position. There has been an ad- 
vance on codliver oil during the week, and 
the prospects point to better prices for the 
future. 


Chicago Drug Market. 
CHICAGO, June 14, 1891. 

The general list remains steady and not 
many changes of great importance are to be 
noted. 

Opium and morphine both continue quiet, 
and prices are unchanged. There is a total 
absence of any speculative feeling and the 
consumptive inquiry is only up to the ave- 
rage. 

The market for quinine also continues very 
quiet. Second hands are tolerably well sup- 
plied with stock. At the same time there 
does not appear to be any abatement of the 
steady undertone, and values are unchanged. 

Notwithstanding the fact that opium is un- 
changed, codeine has appreciated, as have all 
its salts. Jobbers are to-day asking $5 50 per 
ounce for the pure and $4 50 per ounce for the 
salts. All the citrates have likewise advanced, 
the rise being 2 cents, the increase being at- 
tributabie to the appreciation in citric acid. 

Castor oil has slightly declined. Chicago 
jobbers are billing No. 1 in 5-gallon cases at 
$1 80, with the usual variation for No. 3. 
Prices quoted in both instances include con- 
tainers. 


St. Louis Drug Market- 
81. Louis, June 13, 1891, 

This market affords but little news and 
prices as a rule aresteady, with a seasonable 

demand for the leading staples. 

Citric acid, is a free seller at present at fig- 
ures ranging from 54c by the keg to 60c in less 
than five pound parcels. 

Insect powder is moving briskly,perphaps in 
sympathy with the insects, but prices seem to 
be cheap. 

Wood alcohol is in good supply but the East- 
ern advance seems not to have caused much 
disturbancehere, as burrel lots are quoted by 
jobbers at $1 20@1 25 according to proof. 

Tartaric acid is a seasonable article in ex - 
cellent demand at 38c per b for powdered and 
87c for crystals in jobbing quantities and the 
same may be said of gum campor whicn is 
held at 50@55c per B by dealers. Powdered 
cream tartar is held generally at 30@35c per b 
as to quantity. 

The usual movement of alcohol goes on at 
Previous quotations. Since the recent absorp- 
tion of the outside Western distilleries by the 
“Whiskey Trust,” rumors of new independent 
plants intending to start up are heard quite 
frequently. 

The latest report is that the Lear Distillery 
at Pekin, Ill., will soon be in the fleld as a 
competitor of the combination, with a daily 
capacity of 3,000 gallons of alcohol. 

The market for castor oil has undergone no 
material change since the last report, but for 
the season trade has been encouraging both 
to the manufacturers and the middlemen. 
The principal crushers have not shut down 
their works a day for several months, buta 
steady production is maintained. The situa- 
tion on No. 3 oil is easier and all reasonable 
orders are being executed promptly. So far 
as can be learned, no castor oil of any conse- 
quence is being sold ahead, but the opera- 
tions of the season are being kept strictly 
within legitimate bounds for current wants. 

The usual firmness has ruled in castor 
beans during the week and prices have been 
stationary at $1 65. Apparently transac- 
tions were checked by a failure of large offer- 
ings,asnone of any magnitude have trans- 
pired, except one car load on Monday at the 
above price. Desultory bids and sales of 
small lots were reported, but the aggregate 
does not cut any significant figure.

The present is the dull period of the fertil- 
ising trade, it being the “’twixt and be- 
tween.” Still there are every indication fora 
good fall trade, as is shown by the number of 
inquiries »n the market for future delivery of 
goods. Values, on the whole, are steady with 
few changes, a8 noted below. Sulphate of 
ammonia made from gas liquor, at the mo- 
ment is in full supply and rather hard to sell 
except some concessions are made. On the 
other hand sellers are holding for 3.15c, with 
afew small sales reported. Bone sulphate is 
in the same position, and is procurable at 
2.10@3K%c, as to quantity and holder. Bone 
meal is steady at $22@24, as to quantity 
and holder. Dried blood of the various 
grades continues in full stock, the 
demand being light. Sellers are more inclined , 
to make concessions in order to work off their 
surplus stocks.

The Formosa Camphor Trade. 
REPORT BY BRITISH CONSUL WARREN, 


Camphor was exported to the extent of 
some XV cwt., which shows a very slight in- 
crease over the report of 1889. 

‘The efforts of the Chinese authorities in 
Formosa to close the camphor trade to for- 
eign merchants have, I regret to say, proved 
completely successful. 

In 1886 the camphor trade showed some 
slight signs of reviving. Foreign merchants 
again prepared to engage in it, and entered 
into contracts with native merchants for the 
supply of considerable quantities to be deliv- 
ered at the place of production, and brought 
down to the port by the foreign merchant 
under transit pass. Hardly had these con- 
tracts been concluded when the government 
monopoly, abolished by the agreement of 
189, was revivec. Camphor belonging to for- 
eign merchants was seized whilst on the way 
down to the port, notwithstanding that it was

Chinese guthorities in thus illegally reviving 
the government monopoly was strongly pro- 
tested against by the united foreign represen- 
tatives at Peking, andclaims : ade on account 
of losses sustained in consequence. 

These ciaims were after considerable discus- 
sion admitted and paid, and there appeared to 
be some probability that in the future for- 
eigners would be permitted to engage in the 
trade without hindrance on the part of the 
Officials. But further trouble was in store for 
those interested in camphor. A tax was im- 
posed of 2s. 8d. per cwt., the proceeds to be 
applied towards defraying the expenses of 
frontier defence. This tax was very shortly 
raised to 8s. per cwt., and finding that in view 
of the high p ices for camphor at that time 
ruling in Hong Kong, even this heavy tax did 
not prevent foreigners from engaging in the 
trade, the tax was suddenly increased to 
£2 9s. 64d. Native producers of camphor 
were warned by official proclamation that 
they would be compelled to pay this 
amount to the camphor office before 
selling their camphor to foreigners; at the 
same time they were informed that the cam- 
phor office would, on behalf of the camphor 
farm, or in other words on behalf of the 
Government monopoliste, pay them £1 13s per 
owt. for all the camphor they chose to bring 
in. The native producer was further offered 
advances of capital to enable him to engage 
in the business, such advances to be repaid to 
the Government in camphor. 


Up to this time the price of camphor at the 
place of production had ranged from £1 36 4d 
to £1 lls 7d per cwt. It now at once rose to 
£4 284d, the price which the farmers of the 
monoply are reported to pay the Government. 
At the same time the camphor producer gets 
no share in this tremendous rise in price, for 
he is forced to deliver his camphor to the 
Government offices, which, while professing 
to pay him £1 138 per cwt., in fact only pay 
that sum per 15644 lbs. (140 catties), thus re- 
ducing the price which he actually receives to 
to about £1 33 4q per cwt, or the sum at which 
contracts were entered into with foreign 
merchants in 1886 before the revival of the 
Government monopoly. 


These figures will suffice to show what an 
unnatural disturbance the action of the 
native officials bas caused in the trade. The 
producer would still be willing to sell cam- 
phor to foreign merchants at the old rate, 
but he is afraid to doso under existing cir-

It is perfectly impossible un- 
der these circumstances for foreign mer- 
chants to compete with the monopolists, and 
the trade has collapsed, at any rate for the 
present. Whether the monopolists really pay 
the tax of £2 93. 6d. percwt. is doubtful. They 
probably do not. 

Cam phor has been sentaway from Lokkang, 
a port not open to foreign trade, in govern- 
ment steamers; whereas if the property of 
foreign merchants it must have been brought 
down to the treaty port, either in native 
boats or overland, whereby great loss in time 
and weight would be caused. In fact the 
monopoly has everything in its favor, and al- 
though the Chinese authorities declare that 
foreign merchants are at liberty to buy at the 
same price as the camphor farm, they have by 
their action rendered even this impossible. 

It is further iosisted upon that foreigners 
are not to be allowed to go near the savage 
borders to procure camphor. Now the sup- 
plies procurable from purely Chinese districts 
are year by year decreasing; no efforts are 
made by the authorities to encourage plant- 
ing, and the total exhaustion of the camphor 
forests in those parts is therefore merelya 
question of time. On the other hand, the 
forests deeper in the interior of the island and 
closely approaching the borders of the so- 
called savage districts are most abundant, and 
the camphor produced there is said to be of a 
superior quality. The monopolistsare already 
working in these districts, the camphor boil- 
ing being carried oo chiefly by hakkas and 
semi-civilized aborigines, as the Chinese 
proper do not cere to venture so far in,

The aborigines have no dislike what- 
ever to foreigners, but they cordially detest 
the Chinese who, they complain, are not fair 
in their dealings with them. 

If then the foreign merchant is to be pre- 
vented from purchasing camphor, except in 
the purely Chinese districta, it follows that 
his share of the trade will be a very small one 
to begin with, and will become less and less 
every year; in other words, even if the present 
Government monopoly was formally given 
up the restriction of foreign merchants to 
certain districts would operate in precisely 
the same manner as the monopoly does at 
present, and would keep the trade entirely in 
the hands of the Government, or of those to 
whom the Government might farm it out,

strument somewhat resembling a rake, with 
the view of ascertaining whether it contains 
sufficient camphor to repay the labor of ex- 
traction. A tree is said not to be worth any- 
thing for camphor purposes until it is 50 years 
old, and the yield is very unequal; sometimes 
one side only of the tree contains enough 
camphor to satisfy the expert, and in this 
case that side alone is attacked. The trunk is 
scraped to as great a height as the workmen 
can conveniently reach, and the scrapings are 
pounded up and boiled with water in an iron 
vessel over which ao earthenware jar, speci- 
ally made for the purpose, is inverted. The 
camphor sublimes and condenses on the jar, 
which is removed from time to time, scraped 
and replaced, The root of the tree and the 
trunk, for some vight feet up, contain, asa 
rule, the greatest quantity of camphor. If 
the scrapings obtained from the trunk yield 
well, the chipping is continued until in the 
end the tree falls. The roots are then grubbed 
up as it is certain they wili give a proportion- 
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ately good return. If, however, the scrapings 
do not turn out well the tree is abandoned, 
and work is commenced on another. No at- 
tempt is made to extract camphor from the 
fallen trunk or from the branches. In some 
cases, the trunk is sawn up into timber, but 
this depends on the locality; from many dis- 
tricts owing to absence of roads, timber would 
not pay for its transport. 

It is impossible to imagine a more wasteful 
method of procedure, and it is fortunate that 
the camphor forests of Formosa are practi 
cally inexhaustible. 


"The quantity or camphor produced depends, 

of course, simply on the amount of 

labor employed in the business. Ten 

of the iron pots mentioned above and 

their accompanying jars make up what 

is called a “set,” and are worked by four 

men.

Boston Dye Market. 


Boston, June 15, 1891. 

T here is only a moderate demand for indigo 
Apeasier feeling prevails in the market for 
cuteh.

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Balata, or Gum Chicle. 


A very exhaustive report on balata (or 
chicle gum) has recently been drawn up by 
the Government Botanist and Superintendent 
of the Botanic Gardens in British Guiana. 


The title of the report is “Balata and the 
Balata Industry, Forest Laws,” &c., and it 
commences with a very interesting descrip- 
tion of the bullet-tree region, including its in- 
habitants, character of the vegetation, etc. 
Coming to the immediate subject of the re- 
port, Mr. Jenman describes the bullet-tree, 
from the bark of which balata is obtained, as 
a large forest tree ranging from Jamrica and 
Trinidad to Venezuela and Guiana. He refers 
it to mimusops balata, and says: The ver- 
nacular name appears to be applied to two 
species or subspecies, which are united by 
Grisebach in his “Flora of the British West 
Indies.” Young plants of mimusops globosa 
of Jamaica and Trinidad, growing in the 
gardens, seem to be distinct from the Guiana 
type. The tree grows to a height of 12 ft., 
and basa large, spreading head. The trunk 
is nearly cylindrical. The bark is about \& in. 
thick, with deep parallel fissures, an inch or 
soapart. The hard, reddish-colored wood is 
one of the densest in the colony, and is used 
for all sorts of purposes where great strength 
and durability are required. The tree is more 
plentiful in both the eastern and western 
parts of this colony than in the intermediate 
region. From the east bank of the Berbice 
River to the Corentyn is the region of its 
greatest plentifulness in the colony, but ite 
distribution extends still eastwards beyond 
the Corentyn into Dutch Guiaua, where a 
grant of several hundred thousand acres has 
recently been acquired by an American firm 
for collecting balata. The trees are more 
plentiful in this region in the depths 
of the forest than near’ the rivers, 
hence the creeks form arteries to the balata 
grounds. Several of the creeks on both sides 
of the Canjo are instances of this. The wood- 
cutters of this district regard the tree as 
inexhaustible; in the interior of the forest it 
exists in profusion and abundance, and lies 
beyond the reach of the balata collectors as 
they at present conduct their operations. As 
the trees near at hand become exhausted, 
they will no doubt alter their habits, and 
make clearings as drying places in the heart 
of the forest; but now they are under the 
obligation of returning to the settlements on 
the creeks with the milk they have collected 
todry. Under this necessity they can at most 
only penetrate about two days’ journey, but 
so far as they have explored, they report 
there is no diminution in the abundance of 
the trees. The forest at this depth, of course, 
has never been touched by woodcutters, as, 
for convenience in getting their timber out 
they have to confine their operations to the 
banks of the rivers and creeks, rarely going in 
more than a mile or two. Regarding the 
character and value of balata, Mr. Jenman 
says its strength is very great; end as it does 
not stretch under tension for special appli- 
ances, such as bands for machinery, it is un- 
equalled. It has recently been pronounced 
by an American firm of manufacturers as 
“the best gum in the world.” 


Dr. Hugo Muller, F.R.S.,in a report on the 
substance, says: “It seems that balata is by no 
means neglected, and in fact it would find 
ready purchasers if more of it came to the 
market; as it is, the supply is very limited, 
and generally it comes only oncea year. It 
commands a higher price than gutta percha, 
and this in itself is a proof of its usefu!ness. 
It is used in almost all cases in which gutta 
percha is used, but, on account of ita higher 
price, only for superior purposes. It seems 
that balata is treated by the manufacturers 
simply as a superior kind of gutta percha, and 
therefore its name disappears when manufac- 
tured. Nevertheless balata is distinctly aif- 
ferent from gutta percha, and this is especially 
manifested in some of its physical characters; 
for instance, it is somewhat softer at ordinary 
temperatures, and not so rigid in the cold. 


In one respect bajata shows a very marked 
and important difference from gutta percha, 
and thet is its behavior under the influence of 
the atmosphere; while gutta percha, when ex- 
posed to light and air, soon becomes altered 
on the surface and changed into a brittle res- 
invus substance into which the whole of the 
mass is gradually converted ip the course of 
time, balata, on the other hand, is but slowly 
acted upon under these Circumstances. The 
electrical insulating quality of balata is said 
to be quite equal to that of gutta percha. 
Mr. Jenman says that the collecting of balata 
as an open and recognized business, is carried 
on only in Berbice, but he proceeds to show 
that the greater part of vbat so collected is 
not obtained from trees on government 
grants, but surreptitiously from crown lands; 
and Mr, Jenman further says that much dam- 
age is done to the crown lands by the depre- 
dations of collectgrs, and ‘that it is desirable, 
in the interest of the colony, till effective 
rulesare devised for the protection of the 
forest and the preservation of this valuable 
wood, that the trade should be discontinued.” 

The life of the balata collectors isa very 
hardone. The ground they have to traverse 
is generally very wet andswampy, In many 
cases the traveler at every step is up to bis 
knees, and this continues for miles, and water 
often has to be waded through up to the arm~-

neath, The best collectors cut the bark with 
much neatness und precision, and do not in- 
jure the trees, but little care is usually taken, 
aod the wood is injured with every stroke 
of the cutlass, the result being that numerous 
trees are killed and left standing. Large 
treesare always tapped on the opposite sides, 
careful collectors leaving the intervening 
spacesforsubsequent years. It takes from 
htol) minuces to cut the channels in each 
treeand the milk runs from 40 to 60 minutes;

A good deal of foreign matter is found in 
the milk, and Mr. Jenman says adulteration is

ammonia or an alkali, and dyeing wool and 
silk blue-green shades in an acid bath.
